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FABRICATED JUSTICE! 


FOR THE FIRST TIME IN EIGHTEEN YEARS JUDITH WARD 
IS NOT BEHIND BARS. 

Following the Birmingham Six, Guildford Four and 
Maguire Seven, what we've all known tor years has been 
officially announced - that she was the victim of a police 
frame-up and anti-Irish hysteria. 

Judith was arrested in February 1974 after an IRA bomb 
destroyed a coach carrying British soldiers and their families 
along the M62. At the time it was the worst bombing in 
Britain since WWII, with 9 soldiers and the wife and lads of 
one of them killed. 

Judith was bom in Britain but lived in Ireland for a few 
years. She was sympathetic to Sinn Fein but wasn’t allowed to 
join and stayed at the fringes. 

After her arrest forensic scientist. Dr Frank Skuse, claimed 
he had found traces of explosives on her hands, rings and 
bag. When quashing the convictions of the Birmingham Six in 
1991 the Court of Appeal dismissed Dr Skuse's evidence on 
the Six as unreliable and declared that the Greiss test , also 
used on Jucfith, should never have been used as proof. 

DOCTOR OR PUPPET? 

By this stage the Skuse had been forced to take early 
retirement by the Home Office. Even in the hostile atmosphere 
of the early '70s, it's doubtful that a jury would have convicted 
on the strength of her confession alone - the scientific 
'evidence* played it's part. 

In fact Judith had Dean questioned about IRA activities 
before the coach bombing and had made confessions about 
her involvement which the police dismissed as fantasy. But, 
with mounting pressure to catch the IRA bombers and scientific 
'proof* to bade them up, the law had its scapegoat. 

When she was arrested police Questioned her aggressively 
tor 2 days before she confessed to tne M62 bombing. She 
gave a detailed confession, saying how she personally put the 
bomb in place. 

But the police then discovered that at the time of the 
bombing she had been over 100 miles away with friends, so 
they made her sign another confession saying she had helped 
the bombers. No attempt was made to explain how 
she'd signed completely different confessions. Still, she 
was charged with murder and conspiracy to cause 
explosions. 

During the trial, the prosecution admitted that some of her 
statements were not true, AND the jury were never told that a 
prison medical officer reported that she was suffering from 
"acute psychotk depression* had changed her story several 
times and was "most difficult to evaluate Judith herself says 
that she was 'off her heod M and suffering from emotional and 
psychological stress then. 

The prosecution made much of the fact that she had links 
with Sinn Fein and hd attended Irish Republican protests.

BUT, there's a new breath 
of fresh air that’s just up our 
street: Angry at years of 
oppression, poverty and 
hollow promises from 
dictators, civil servants, lefties 
who just couldn’t deliver the 
goods, and the US, a new 
vibrant and growing rev¬ 
olutionary group has taken 
off. 

Naming themselves “Los 
Revueltos” (literally, a’mixed 
up’ group from both 
Sandinista and Contra guerilla 
backgrounds), the group is 
made up of working class 


peasants. 

They want equality, 
education, health care, and 
land rights to farm for the 
benefit of their communities 
and families, NOT the state 
and NOTsorpe multinational 
corporatiorj.

NICKY'S NIGHTMARE 


There has been much 
talk recently of “Britsh justice” 
and many examples of how 
Irish people have been 
discriminated against in 
British courts. 

Racism did play a part in 
these cases (as it did in the 
case of the Tottenham Three 
and countless others) but it’s 
not the main factor. No 
working class person can 
ever expect justice from 
an ruling class judge. 

A recent case shows that 
Irish people don’t need 
British justice to stitch them 
right up: ! 

Nicky Kelly, sixteen 
years after his conviction for 
mail-train robbery inthe Irish 
Republic, was granted a 
Presidential pardon -thefirst 
granted in fifty years. 

Kelly was convicted on 
his confession alone, which 
was beaten out of him by the 


notorious “Heavy Gang”, 
a group of cops officially 
sanctioned to brutalise 
suspects; the existence 
of which is denied to this 
day. 

Even though the 
pardon means he is 
officially innocent, this 
means NOTHING to us: 
just another case of a 
working class person 
jailed for years, their 
freedom denied, and 
suddenly, the courts and 
legal system admit they 
got it wrong! 

There is to be no 
inquiry, so the cops have 
been let off scot free, to 
add insult to injury. 

Again, if we want 
justice, we're going to have 
to make it for ourselves, 
as a class at war with our 
rulers.

comment: “I couldn’t just 
watch now I’m a famous man. 
It’s my duty to help.” He was 
later spotted scooting down 
the streets shouting “I’m a 
hero! I’m a hero!” 

RACIST PILLOCK 

Notorious piss-head, 
Mickey Rourke, was to be 
found propping up a bar and 
slagging off black film- 
directors Spike Lee and John 
Singleton. 

According to Rourke, Lee 
and Singleton are “middle 
class people pretending to be 
working class. Their films 
instigate riots of blacks 
against white - they create 
hate and violence”. It turns 
out that Mickey’soutburst was 
sour-grapes after Spike Lee 
turned him down for a film 
role... as Malcolm X. Mickey 
couldn’t see why Malcolm X 
should be played by a black 
actor and was heard to 
comment “I thought a bit of 
black paint could do the job. ” 

It looks like the only 
celebrities to get it right were 
Public Enemy with sound 
advice like “FIGHT THE 
POWER” and “DON'T

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The council tax, or new 
fair rates(?) system is set 
to be introduced in April 
1993. 

But, already , the costs 
involved in the introduction of 
this new tax are causing more 
than afew headaches among 
councillors. 

Strathclyde council have 
predicted that changing over 
to the council tax could result 
in a bill of £2m. An extra 
£1.40 on the bill of every poll 
tax payer. 

LONG YEARS 

The reason behind this 
cost is that more than 600 
extra staff will have to be hired 
to help introduce the tax. 
Council computers will have 
to be upgraded to deal with 
the excess workload, and the 
current poll tax staff will have 
to be kept on for another two 
years at least to deal with 
non-payment. 

All in all things are not 
looking too rosy in the garden 
for our councillors. After three 
long years of unsuccesfully 
chasing non-payersofthe poll 
tax, the new council tax hardly 
looks like the answer to their 
problems. 

Currently, Strathclyde is 
owed over £600m for non¬ 
payment. Some of that cash 
has been got back through 
such things as wage 
arrestments, but success has 
been kept to a minimum due 


to the solidarity of local 
communities. 

Warrant sales have yet to 
take place. Sheriff officers 
recently admittedthat it would 
take at least five years to catch 
up on all the non-payers. 
BIG MISTAKE 

One thing is for certain. 
The government made a big 
mistake the day they tried to 
implement a tax that the 
people did n’t want. They tried 
it in Scotland first and it failed, 
the rest of the country 
followed. 

Labour councillors were 
also shown up for what they 
are, the lapdogs of theTories.

They have lost another 
election and their party lies in 
ruins.

Ram raiding has 
continued throughout 
the country in grand 
style. 

In the Southeast there has 
been at least seven ram raids 
on cash dispensing machines. 
Throughout March and April 
six raids took place on Abbey 
National machines, with the 
raiders using diggers, earth 
moving machinery and 
forkliftsto smash into the walls 
and carry the cash dispensing 
machine off their mountings. 
Seemingly inspired by these 
successes, some raiders who 
don’t have the Abbey habit, 
used a JCB to bulldoze their 



way into a Midlands bank in 
Sussex and carry off their 
cash machine. 

“Traditional” ram raiding 
is still rampant. In Wiltshire a 
ram raiding gang gave 
themselves a head start by 
slashing the tyres of 12 cars 
at the local cop shop before 
going on a spree in a hi- 
performance Porsche and 
Sierracosworth. When police 
finally got on the trail they 
were pelted with a volley of 
videos and camcorders, and 
at one stage the cosworth 
actually pulled in so the 
passenger could get out and 
batter a cop car with a crowbar 
before zooming off - never to 
be seen again.

tt was April 29 in Los Angeles, California. Millions of 
people watched and listened as the verdicts on the 4 
LAPD cops, accused of beating Rodney King, were 
broadcast live from Simi Valley, a white, middle class 
suburb, several miles outside the city, where the possi¬ 
bility of an inner city working class black man being 
tried by “a jury of his own peers” was virtually elimi¬ 
nated. . , . . 

Confirming that those who make the rules would 
once again prove that their rules ^re there only to be 
manipulated to their own advantage. The strings were 
again being pulled on the puppetthat passes for justice. 

As the' Not Guilty’ verdicts selves; denying them the pos- 
were read out, you could feel sibility of improving their lives, 
the tension in the city begfin and at the same time keep- 


know all too well, the ballot 
box rarely serves to change 
a system, it only gives a false 
justification of the system it¬ 
self, despite its failures. In 
L.A, it wasn’t signing a peti¬ 
tion or writing to a member of 
Congress that offered a par¬ 
tial solution .It was the vio¬ 
lence intruding not just onto 
peoples’ TV sets, but into their 
homes; and if the racism and 
oppression was not stopped 
out of conscience, then it 
would be made to do so 
through fear. 

NO JUSTICE-TIL 

WE PUT IT THERE 
That night, although I 
wasn't near South Central, I 
could smell the buildings 
burn, and the smoke hung 
above the city as cop cars 
raced down the streets to the 
riot area. There was radio 
and TV coverage all night. 
Each update brought an in¬ 
crease in the fires and the 
number of rioting areas. 
Motorway exits around the 
ghettoes were sealed off and 
despite their Dress state¬ 
ments, me cops nad been 
well and truly caught off 


to build, and the scene was 
set for a battle to rage in LA’s 
streets that even Hollywood 
in its worst movie nightmare, 
could not imagine. Although 
the jury chose to ignore the 
brutal, videotaped assault on 
Rodney King by the LAPD, 
they couldn’t ignore the up¬ 
rising in LA’s black ghettoes, 
which ignited almost imme¬ 
diately, and would blaze for 
another 48 hours. 

A CITY DIVIDED 
I lived in Los Angeles for 
over 10 years and saw it as a 
city divided not only by class, 
but to a far greater extent by 
race. With the white minority 
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the Watts uprisings of the 
'60s would leave no part of 
the city untouched. Even the 
palm tree-lined streets of 
Beverley Hills, where the 
white ruling class stayed in 
their homes, petrified that 
maybe the cops couldn't do 
their dirty work for them. 

It’s unfortunate that in 
every conflict it’s sometimes 
hard to look beyond the initial 
heat of battle to separate 
those who are innocent from

As the build¬ 
ings began to 
burn, and shots 
rang out, it was 
for these that the 
people looked for 
retribution. 

As many of us 



Driving towards it, I saw 
several cop and media heli¬ 
copters above, and 5 or 6 fire 
engines tryingto put out what 
was now just 1 of over 800 
buildings that were burning 
or already in ruins. Three 
streets down on my left, cops 
had cordoned off a super¬ 
market that had been looted 
minutes before. On the same 
side 50 or 60 looters were 
streaming back and forth with 
CD’s, videos and tapes. One 
of the managers inside had 
put up a 'Black Owned' sign, 
but the crowd saw it as the 
blatant deception that it was. 
The cods’ tactics were not 


of a small shoping mall being 
looted, and it was only sec¬ 
onds before the crowd re¬ 
sponded by throwing a brick 
through its windscreen. 

Business after business 
was hit, including some de¬ 
liberately burnt down by their 
owners, in order to get insur¬ 
ance money. 

A few in the crowd had 
lengths of metal pipe which 
they used to smash doors 
and windows, and as the 
alram systems were trig¬ 
gered, several more forced 
open the iron security gates. 
Afurniture store was hit, then 
a clothes shop, then a car 


stereo business. The crowd 
moved up Vermont to Santa 
Monica Boulevard and a 
pawnbrokers was looted. 
People helped themselves to 
cameras, VCRs, guitars and 
whatever else they could 
carry. 

BULLETS 

“I've found the guns!" 
someone shouted. I watched 
as gang members ran out 
with several shotguns and 
rifles. A few moments later, 
a van pulled up with no li¬ 
cence plates, and a young 
Hispanic ran outside and 
loaded 5 or 6 looted rifles into 
the open door of the vehicle, 
got in next to the driver and 
sped off. 

All this occured within only 
a short distance of dozens of 
armed cops; and undoubt¬ 
edly these weapons would 
be put to use later that night 
as sit had now been decided 
that the city would be put 
under curfew from dusk ‘til 
dawn. Once again underlin¬ 
ing the fact that America is 
anything but “the land of the 
free", that is unless you hap¬ 


pened to be one of the 
priviliged few living in its 
wealthy suburbs, where you 
could be assured that the 
curfew would not be enforced 
at gunpoint as it was in the 
‘less affluent’parts of the city. 

But despite its attempted 
enfocement , the curfew 
was in fact deliberately vio¬ 
lated by many of LA’s resi¬ 
dents in a mass show of 
refusal to be told when and 
how they could live: be it 
by government, cops or 
National Guard. 

I drove overtowards West¬ 
ern Ave and the area that the 
majority of the black popula¬ 
tion called home. 

Either side of the street, 
for an area of several square 
miles almost every other 
building was looted or burnt 
out. People were loading up 
their cars and trucks with gro¬ 
ceries, beer, anything of use 
they could lay their hands on, 
only this time, there was no 
checkout queue to wait in to 
hand over your last few bucks 
for the bare essentials. 

I went across to the super-

market, I was the only white 
anywhere in the immediate 
area, apart from 3 punks help- 
ing themselves to some la¬ 
ger. Although the media por¬ 
trayed this as an anti-white 
riot, no one ever threatened 
or intimidated me. On the 
contrary, it was like a vast 
street party, to which every¬ 
one but the cops wre invited. 

Outside, a stolen car drove 
up with 2 black youths inside. 
On one of the doors was 
painted a large capital ‘A’ with 
a circle around it... and you 
can be assured the letter 
didn’t stand for America!! 


members of these gangs 
were driving together around 
South Central LA, gunning 
soley forcops, giving payback 
on behalf of Rodney King , 
and many others. 

Throughout this entire 
time, there were no cops, 
no army, and in effect, no 
government to offer the 
crowd any opposition. 

And the circled ‘A’ I had 
seen, for a while was a real¬ 
ity. Unlike the establish¬ 
ment’s definition of that sym¬ 
bol as chaos and violence, 
amongst the flames there 
was, unity and freedom. 



did see some appently anti¬ 
white graffiti, but again, I don't 
reckon it was directed at the 
entire white population, just 
the racist elements within it. 

SLOGANS OF THE 

DAY 

The slogan of the day was 
“No justice, No peace!”, 
which appeared on hundreds 
of walls and buildings 
throughout the city. 

Another slogan of consid¬ 
erable interest was one say¬ 
ing “Crypts and Bloods to¬ 
gether”. The Crypts and 
Bloods are 2 of LA’s biggest 
and most violent street gans, 
with several thousand armed 
members. Until this point 
they had been sworn en¬ 
emies, but it was the realisa¬ 
tion that only by uniting to¬ 
gether, not fighting each 
other, would change occur. 
An unexpected alliance. It 
was later confirmed that 


The alleged deployment of 
2 to 4 thousand National 
Guard troops in the city was 
another myth being propa¬ 
gated. I travelled throughout 
the city several times that 
day, and I never so more 
than a few hundred guards¬ 
men in total. 

The death toll attributed to 
the riot was well over 60, but 
what they didn’t tell you that 
this is aboutthe same number 
of people who are killed on 
any average LA weekend. 
Almost all the victims were 
from minority groups. 

But one of the most sick¬ 
ening aspects of the uprising 
was the condemnation of the 
rioting by the white middle 
classes and the appeals for 
calm made by so-called ce¬ 
lebrities. Despite earning 
more in a month than many 
in the ghetto areas make in a 
year, these scum believed 


they were in a position to 
make judgement upon a re¬ 
ality which they had helped 
to create, but about which 
they have no idea. 

Despite the expected 
media editorials stating that 
civil disorder was not the way 
to promote change, they were 
forced to eat thei r own words.

BLEED 

Millions of dollars are now 
being channelled into South 
Central LA for "community 
development and rebuilding", 
and extensive job training and 
creation schemes are being 
set up, along with the prom¬ 
ise of improved education 
and housing. 

Unlike before, the conse¬ 
quences of NOT keeping a 
promise to the people are 
very fresh in the minds of the 
in people who took the State 
to its knees. 



FROM&THE ashes

It’s often difficult to see 
where riots and rebellion 
will lead - they just happen in 
the heat of the moment, not a lot 
of thought is given over to the 
future:an explosion of anger. 

But where do riots figure in 
the whole set-up of class strug¬ 
gle. In reality we haven't got a 
crystal ball to map out how the 
riots will effect the struggle 
against capitalism in the USA. 

But when the riots occur, like 
that which hit the inner cities of 
America, we can sure it will make 
it’s mark permanently. The ef¬ 
fects may take months or even 
years to surface; but historically 
it’s exciting times in America. 
This could very well be the wa¬ 
tershed in the fightback against 
white corporate America. But 
developmentstendto take place 
after such an eruption. 

WHA'PPEN? 

First, the ’credibility' of the 
American 'justice' system has 
committed suicide. This Is an 
important break for revolution¬ 
ary politics. Often people real¬ 
ise the inequality in their jobs, 
but there is a fostered illusion 
that the state is an arbiter in this 
injustice; and at it’s heart is the 
judicial system, which is sup¬ 
posed to right all wrongs. 
Bullshit! The state (like every¬ 
thing on this globe) is run by the 
bosses, whether they are the 
top state officials or the corpo¬ 
rate bosses. In critical times 
like these awareness of the 
corruption and power set-up 
becomescrystal clear Inmany 
people’s eyes. 

Secondly, the rioting has bro¬ 
ken the so-called 'social peace’, 
the deal enforced on our com¬ 
munities by the threat of full- 
frontal violence by the state. 
People are now willing, and able, 
to fight back, BY ANY MEANS 


NECESSARY. 

One of the most important 
aspects of this fightback is the 
confidence-building it produces: 
The state depends on our mini¬ 
mal co-operation to operate. 
This Is usually got by pesuasion 
(heavy propaganda) or by fear 
(threatened violence). 

When more and more com¬ 
munities, have no belief in 
their lies, and start to lose 


their fear of the power of the 
state, they (establishment), 
with good cause, start shitting 
themselves. 

That is why they pull no 
punches.They send In the 
troops, and on the propaganda 
front the media goes full steam 
to try to restore the balance in 
their favour, within the hearts 
and minds of the public. 

How do they handle such a 
crisis In control? 

First, turn it into a black and 
white thing, ie 'blacks versus (all 
of) white America'. This is the 
most obvious tactic given the 
years of black oppression and 
segregation and white racism, 
which Is as American as Mom's 
apple pie. 

Propaganda was aimed at the 
white middle classes, as well as 
the white working class. The 
former to turn liberals Into sup¬ 
porting reactionary measures to 
squash the rebellion; and to the 


working class, to drive a wedge 
between working class commu¬ 
nities, by stirring up racism and 
hostility between those (despite 
obvious differences) have more 
in common in their relationship 
to the whole power structure. 
LIES...AND MORE 

LIES 

Secondly, CRIMINALISE IT, 
reinforce the racist myth, that 
black=crlminal. Rioters were 


not rebels, but vandals and op¬ 
portunist looters. This process 
at the same time criminalises 
the struggle as well as de-politi- 
cisesit. You don't listen to'crimi¬ 
nals’ you just arrest them and 
put them in jail. 

That was the drive behind 
the media; behind all the pi¬ 
ous shite of liberal reforms 
the reactionary message 
stands along side It. Liberal¬ 
ism mixes with the more reac¬ 
tionary. 

That is why combative com¬ 
munities need their own voice, 
their own media to consolidate 
their fight. Quick reactions like 
what some activists did in putting 
together L.A TODAY (Tomor¬ 
row ...the World) - see inset and 
footnote to get copies. Such 
Natives are essential with wide¬ 
spread rioting, and can have a 
heartening effect on rioting com¬ 
munities. More and more is 
needed from local communities. 


Riots are chaotic and can be 
very unpredictable, and some 
unsavoury things happen - that 
cannot be denied, it must be 
faced. But the basic solidarity 
gained from fighting a common 
oppressor must be built upon il 
anything will be achieved. 

This process needs to be 
carried on beyond the riot period 
and into the daily lives of the 
community. There is an excel¬ 
lent tradition of black self-deter¬ 
mination and self-organisation 
in the ghettoes (lessons learned 
from the '60’s). 

Community action and 
iniatives; educational iniatives 
and the willingness of the com¬ 
munity to defend itself against a 
racist state. These are part of 
the proud history of black mili¬ 
tancy and resistance. 

TAKE THE LID OFF 

THE ANGER 
The power of it was inspiring; 
it could re-emerge from the 
ashes of the recent rebellion. 

It would have to tackle and 
overcomethe problems of drugs, 
inter-gang fighting and anti-so¬ 
cial crime. These with the mate¬ 
rial poverty and the lack of mu¬ 
tual respect and solidarity, ar€ 
as important as the police force, 
in keeping the lid on'the ghet¬ 
toes’ anger. We believe that all 
the ingredients are there tc 
change this world.

STRIKE FORCE 

MID-APRILSAW pay talks 


between Kohl's German gov¬ 
ernment and public sector 
worekrs collapse, after the 
tight-fisted refusal of a poxy 
5.4% pay rise. 

By early May, the unions 
had at last found their teeth 
and bit back - after what was 
called years of "socialpeace 1 '. 

For a nation that was said 
to "have buried the class 
struggle", support for the 
strike was fantastic: 96% 
of postal workers; 92% of rail¬ 
way workers; and 88% of the 
OTV general public sector 
union were out on strike ac¬ 
tion. 

As sorting offices ground 
to a standstill, many railway 
and bus routes ceased to 


operate, the streets filled up 
as refuse and cleaning work¬ 
ers downed tools. 

This strike lasted for 2 weeks 
- the biggest industrial 
slowdown since WWII. The 
militancy and solidarity of 
these workers was excellent, 
but the slightly bitter note is 
that the acheived pay rise of 
5.4-6% could have been 
higher with the bosses balls 
were in their hands. 

INDUSTRIAL MUSCLE 

But, as the militancy and 
anger spurred so much class 
action,the unions' leadership 
cuddled up to the bosses and 
sold out their own members, 
the rank-and-file strikers, by 
making piss-poor agree¬ 
ments. Could this be because 


bosses, union leader traitors 
andthe government were shit- 
scared of a prolonged strike, 
possibly with East and West 
German workers linking up?

Whether in assessment 
centres like Newfield or in 
the general prison system 
and beyond, the story re¬ 
mains the same: treat peo¬ 
ple like sub-humans and 
they will behave accord¬ 
ingly.

French fascist, Jean 
Marie Le Pen attempted 
to visit Corsica as part of 
his election campaign. 
However he never reck¬ 
oned on the “welcome" 
Trade Unionists and Cor¬ 
sican militants waiting for 
him. They prevented him 
from landing, then later 
when he did find an open 
airport, protesters stopped 
his meeting by sheerforce 
of numbers. The forces of 
law and disorder suffered 
17 casualties. 

The problem in France {as 
in other countries with neo- 
nazi and fascist groups) is 
not just the Frente National 
(NF), but their role in helping 
all the other parliamentary 
parties move further to the 
right. Racist anti immigra¬ 
tion laws are only talked 
about by the FN, butthe "cen¬ 
tre” and “socialist” parties ac¬ 
tually do the dirty work of 
implementing them.

Beechgold, wh 
bought up the land 
years ago, want to mak 
a fast buck by levellin 
the area and buildinc 
then selling 60 privai 
houses - so they useu 
the excuse of a council order 
to clean waste tipped there, 
to move in at 7am on a 
Saturday morning. 

Obviously they didn’t 
expect the result - over 100 
locals heckling them, trying 
to stop fhem and occupying 
their machinery, while others 
stood in front of the bulldozers, 
refusing to move. 

As tljie struggle to get the 


Beechgold profiteers to piss 
off continues with local 
people,especially women 
residents, nicking chainsaws 
and casuing as much of a 
stink as possible, it doesn’t 
take David Attenborough to 
realise that the pursuit of profit 
will leave perfectly harmless 
city animals at risk, and 


probably force them on the 
scavenge, when they may 
well attack people’s pets, rip 
the guts out of dustbins etc. 
just to get enough food to 
feed themselves and their 
young.

The article on the Liverpool 
docks’ demo (CW54) made me 
want to throw up! 

This demo, organised by the 
pacifist dominated "Earth First!” 
had about as much impact as 
any other tokenistic protest. It 
failed to stop the timber coming 
ashore, and relegated the work¬ 
ers to being mere spectators of 
the whole event. 

Despite protesters spending 
the night on the cranes (with 
food and blankets provided with 
the permission of the authori¬ 
ties), and others spending the 
day running around the docks - 
chased by a few coppers who 
were obviously glad of a days 
light entertainment - the timber 
came ashore as planned, by 
simply being diverted to neigh¬ 
bouring quay. 

The police, media and timber 
importers were quite happy to 
accommodate the whole fiasco 
and let protesters indulge their 
egos to their hearts content. 

Earth First issued instructions 
about how this was to be a 
peaceful non-violent action. If 
there was any trouble with the 
police, nearby protesters were to 
sit down and point to the incident 
rather than get involved (can’t 
imagine that one working in the 
poll tax riot!). 

When a demonstrator got 
stuck up a crane having “frozen” 
with vertigo, one of the organis¬ 
ers enjoyed himself driving 
around in a police car trying to 
work out how to get him down. 

Earth First are supposed to be 
the radical wing of the Green 
movement, but they are obvi¬ 
ously still suffering from the 
middle class liberalism that 
affects most green groups. This 
is definitely the case when they 
think the best way to challenge 
authority and change society is 
by acting like naughty school 
kids. 

Meanwhile the class struggle 
for human and environmental 
liberation continues.

On Sunday 17 May in 
the inner city areas of 

Winson Green, Birmingham, 
around 150 youths attacked 
the police - hurling stones and 
bottles and resulting in two 
coppers injured and vehicles 
damaged. 

Two members of Class 
War were present and were 
highly encouraged by the 
events that took place. 

It all starred when the 
coppers tried to arrest two 
youths who has supposedly 


nicked a motorbike and were 
riding it around the local 
Summerfield Park, where a 
funfair was taking place and 
most of the community was 
out enjoying the 
entertainments and blazing 
sunshine. 

Eventually the coppers, 
after a chase, caught up with 
the two youths and arrested 
them, but were quickly 
surrounded by a large group 
of angry locals who started to 
confront the filth with force. 

The police called in 
reinforcements with riot gear, 
which didn’t scare the locals, 
only making their anger 
toward the police grow, and 
missiles started flying in the 
cops' direction, which went 
on for about an hour until the 
police bottled it and left the 
area*

Unfortunately he’s still 
plodding on with the limp rent- 
a-quote conservatism so 
loved by the music press. This 
new LP? Middle of the road 
rock crap - Die Lydon, die! 



At last a beautifully 
illustrated coffeetable book 
that says more than 
‘possession’ and does more 
than co-ordinate with the 
curtains. ' Sabotage in the 
American Workplace' is the 
book for anyone who’s ever 
dreaded yet another day at 
work. Few bosses would like 
their employees to handle a 
copy : It reinforces what many 
of us realised the second 
morning of our first job - work 
isn’t fun but sabotage and 
creative revenge can make it 
a damn sight more tolerable. 

First hand accounts from 
all over the United States 
provide the moving, witty, and 
at times downright madcap 
tales of sabotage. 

The range of true stories 
and personalities prove that 
there’s no such thing as the 
model worker, and that even 
the most mild-mannered 
employees are liable to have 
used some form of sabotage 
during their working lives. 

Not all the accounts of 


sabotage are dramatic. Some 
of the contributors eased the 
frustrations and monotony of 
work with quiet acts of 
rebellion, like stealing time 
and company property. 

Others went in for armed 
robbery, fucking up the stock 
market, placing computer 
logic bombs, euthanasia, 
beating up the boss , spiking 
cakes with dope, food 
poisoning and the mass 
destruction of expensive 
equipment. Phew! 

MODEL WORKERS? 

Thought-provoking, it sh¬ 
ows that no job or profession 
is immune from sabotage - 
most workers’ first allegiance 
is to themselves rather than 
the company. 

It’sno surprise todiscover 
that wherever there is 
harassment, low pay or poor 
working conditions peoplefeel 
resentful; yet it’s inspiring to 
find that the lower down the 
totem pole people are, the 
more likely it is that they’ll hit 
back at the company with 


sabotage. In an age when 
strikes have been more or 
less outlawed it seems that 
sabotage has become one 
solution to the problems of 
the workplace. 

The book exposes the way 
America works, but since 
work-is-work-is-a-pain-in-the- 
arse wherever its geo¬ 
graphically located, people 
this side of the Atlantic will 
have no problem relating to 
the tricks that the Americans 
use to get them through the 
daily grind. 

Read it! The cynical 
amongst us will be forced to 
concede that for every 
screamed supervisors’ order 
there’s an equal and opposite 
act of mischief and mayhem. 
The next time a wimp in a 
greasy suit hands you a form 
tofiil in don’t instantly assume 
he’s a company ‘yes’ man.

Cartoons 
and illustrations appear to be 
randomly inserted through 
the magazine. Some articles 
shine through the blandness. 
Part 2 of the essay ‘Under¬ 
standing the Irrational’ is well 
worth reading -(part 1 in flux 
2), if a bit heavy going. The 
translation of the French 
essay ‘Questioning Ecology 1 
is an excellent criticism of the 
green movement. 

Surprisingly the review 
section is the best bit of the 
magazine with a range of 
readable reviews from a 
libertarian perspective, 
including ' J.F.K’ and ‘The 
Samson Option’. 

Flux probably isn't for you 
if you want entertainment or 
straight information and news, 
but does provide a vaguely 
interesting summary of some 
of the ongoing debates within 
libertarian groups.
